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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 22-23 and 29-31 are drawn to a non-statutory invention under 35 U.S. C. 101 
because the claimed recitation of a use, without setting forth any steps involved in the process, 
resuhs in an improper definition of a process, i.e., results in a claim which is not a proper process 
claim under 35 U.S.C. 101. See for example Ex parte Dunki, 153 USPQ 678 (Bd.App. 1967) 
and Clinical Products, Ltd. v. Brenner, 255 F. Supp. 131, 149 USPQ 475 (D.D.C. 1966). 

For the purposes of this restriction, these claims are being interpreted as method claims. 
If said claims are amended, they will be placed in the appropriate group. 

Election/Restrictions 

Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCX Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a 
single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 
Group I, claim(s) 1-9, drawn to methods of refolding NspA protein.

Group IV, claim(s) 24 (in part), drawn to a method of preventing neisserial infection by 

administering NspA protein. 

Group V, claim(s) 24 (in part), drawn to a method of treating neisserial infection by 
administering NspA protein. 

Group VI, claim(s) 27-28, drawn to antibodies specific for NspA protein. 

Group VII, claim(s) 29-31, draAvn to methods of manufacturing a medicament using antibodies 
against NspA protein. 
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Group VIII, claim(s) 32-34 (in part), drawn to methods of diagnosing a neisserial infection by 
identifying NspA protein within a sample. 

Group IX, claim(s) 32-34 (in part), drawn to methods of diagnosing a neisserial infection by 
identifying antibodies against NspA protein within a sample. 

The inventions listed as Groups I-IX do not relate to a single general inventive concept under 
PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 

technical features for the following reasons: 

The technical feature linking Groups I-IX is folded NspA protein. However, Moe et al. (Infect. 
Immun., 67:5664-5675, 1999) discloses a NspA protein which migrated to 22kD in an SDS- 
PAGE gel (see figure 1). According to the instant specification, folded NspA migrates to 22 kD 
while denatured NspA migrates to 18 kD (see page 51, lines 30-34). Therefore, Moe et al. 
discloses a properly folded NspA protein. 

Therefore, the technical feature linking the inventions of Groups I-IX does not constitute a 
special technical feature as defined by PCT Rule 13.2, as it does not define a contribution over 
the art. 



Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include (i) an 
election of a species or invention to be examined even though the requirement may be traversed 
(37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims encompassing the elected invention.

All claims directed to a nonelected 
process invention must require all the limitations of an allowable product claim for that process 
invention to be rejoined. 

In the event of rejoinder, the requirement for restriction between the product claims and 
the rejoined process claims will be withdrawn, and the rejoined process claims will be fully 
examined for patentability in accordance with 37 CFR 1.104. Thus, to be allowable, the rejoined 
claims must meet all criteria for patentability including the requirements of 35 U.S. C. 101, 102, 
103 and 112. Until all claims to the elected product are found allowable, an otherwise proper 
restriction requirement between product claims and process claims may be maintained. 
Withdrawn process claims that are not commensurate in scope with an allowable product claim 
will not be rejoined. See MPEP § 821.04(b). Additionally, in order to retain the right to rejoinder 
in accordance with the above policy, applicant is advised that the process claims should be 
amended during prosecution to require the limitations of the product claims. Failure to do so 
may result in a loss of the right to rejoinder. Further, note that the prohibition against double 
patenting rejections of 35 U.S.C. 121 does not apply where the restriction requirement is 
withdrawn by the examiner before the patent issues. See MPEP § 804.01.
